RIGHT  THROI  GH  — YATES  TO  VIEW 
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Round  Out  the  Service 


iNE  of  the  successes  of  tht‘  federal  Union  of  British  Columbia  to  say  nothing 


pioneering  and  development  of  Canada's 
Pacific  weather  reporting  station  at  a point 
900  miles  due  west  of  Victoria  Relieving 
each  other,  the  weather  ships  S to  net  own  and 
St.  Catharines  and  their  complements  have 
done  good  work  in  a remote  and  quite  often 
tempestuous  environment  nearly  three  days 
steaming  out  into  the  Pacific  Ocean.  At 
present  there  is  no  leeway  in  the  service,  and 
no  apparent  possibility  of  replacement  should 
either  of  the  two  weather  ships  become  even 
temporarily  unserviceable.  A*  the  original 
Intention  at  Ottawa  was  to  place  three  ships 
In  service,  the  long  delay  in  adding  the  third 
ship  is  to  be  regretted.  If  it  requires  three 
vessels  to  do  the  job  properly,  and  that 
seems  to  be  the  case  after  a seasoned  try  at 
it,  nothing  is  to  be  gained  by  skimping  the 
service  with  two. 

Difficulties  for  the  moment  aside.  Station 
Papa  has  paid  for  itself  by  the  extremely 
valuable  nature  of  the  information  it  has 
made  available  to  the  meteorological  service 
on  this  seaboard.  This  affects  not  only  the 
marine  intelligence  of  Canada,  but  also  every 
plane  that  flies  on  a scheduled  route,  every 
train  and  road  service  conveying  goods  or 
people,  and  the  scattered  but  growing  popu- 


east.  This  has  been  a result  that  ran  la* 
paid  for  with  cheerful  confidence.  Station 
Papa  is  the  filled-in  link  in  a slender  chain 
of  international  weather  reporting  stations, 
and  at  a crucial  point  in  that  system.  It 
would  not  t>c  good  business  to  have  that 
service  suspended  even  temporarily;  yet  to 
keep  it  going  on  a round -the- year  basis 
requires  the  third  ship. 

It  is  not  for  us  to  suggest  what  vessel, 
although  there  has  been  public  reference  to 
the  St  Stephen,  a former  frigate,  which 
could  be  made  serviceable  for  the  task  Any 
ship  that  it  capable  of  standing  the  buffeting 
a weather  ship  must  take  would  do.  provided 
it  was  of  the  equivalent  usefulness  of  the 
two  vessels  at  present  in  service.  Undoubt- 
edly t his  would  require  the  allocation  by 
parliament  of  additional  funds,  but  the  pur- 
pose is  a sound  one.  and  this  is  a ease  where 
it  would  lie  money  well  spent.  Beyond  our 
domestic  needs,  there  is  Canada's  interna- 
tional obligation  to  remember.  On  both 
grounds  Station  Papa  should  lie  brought  up 
to  the  full  measure  of  the  original  intention: 
that  is,  three  ships  tn  relieve  each  other  in 
rotation,  in  the  lonely  and  difficult  observa- 
tion post. 


Chance  for  Smoke  Abatement 


SOMETHING  in  the  nature  of  an  ultima- 
tum has  been  issued  by  the  city  smoke 
inspector,  Mr.  Thomas  Walker,  to  the  12 
principal  offenders  against  the  anti-smoke 
by-law.  He  has  adjured  them  to  take  advan- 
tage of  the  Christmas  and  New  Year  plant 
shut-down  to  overhaul  trash  burners,  fur- 
naces and  other  smoke-generating  equip- 
ment. and  to  improve  firing  practices, 
coupling  the  appeal  with  a warning  that 
the  penal  sections  of  the  new  by-law  will  be 
Invoked  after  the  New  Year.  ° 

Since  his  appointment  a few  months  ago 
the  inspector  has  been  concentrating  on 
winning  co-operation  from  industrial  plant 
operators  and  others  with  smoky  chimneys 
In  a campaign  to  eliminate  the  nuisance,  lie 
has  reported  encouraging  response  from 
most  of  the  operators,  which  shows  that 
under  expert  supervision  and  guidance  a 
general  willingness  1o  improve  conditions 
can  be  attained.  There  is  a difference 
between  willingness  and  action,  however;  and 
up  to  now  there  has  been  little  visible  evi- 
dence that  smoke  is  being  reduced.  A murky 


pall  still  hangs  over  the  city  most  days, 
cutting  down  light  and  dropping  soot  and 
ash  over  a wide  area. 

In  some  cases  minimizing  smoke  genera- 
tion involves  no  more  than  efficient  handling 
of  existing  equipment,  and  in  that  connection 
Mr.  Walker  notes  improvement,  with  sub- 
stantial saving  to  the  operators  themselves, 
whose  firemen  hitherto  have  been  wasting 
fuel  in  faulty  combustion.  In  others  inten- 
sive modifications  and  additions  to  equip- 
ment are  necessary,  and  this  work  could 
involve  costly  shut-downs  in  normal  periods. 
Since  most  of  the  offending  operations  will 
Ik*  closed  anyway  for  two  full  weeks  at 
Christmas  and  New-  Year,  this  is  an  ideal 
opportunity  to  get  the  changes  made  with- 
out Interrupting  production  It  -ft  to  be 
hoped  that  the  industries  concerned  will 
prove  their  co-operation  by  taking  advantage 
of  this  opportunity,  and  not  put  the  city  in 
the  position  of  having  to  prosecute.  In  this 
connection  an  encouraging  leading  has  been 
given  by  at  least  one  company,  B.C.  Forest 
Products  Ltd. 


Trouble  Inside  the  UN 


SOMFTTIMES  it  seems  that  never  before 
did  so  many  spies  and  traitors  abound, 
on  one  side  of  the  iron  curtain  or  the  other. 
Scarcely  a month  passes  without  some  indi- 
vidual being  cited  for  betrayal  of  his  country, 
suggesting  that  eithe#  there  is  a lessening 
of  loyalty  nowadays  or  that  in  older  times 
Mich  things  went  unpublicized. 

Mr.  Trygve  Lie  is  enmeshed  in  the  kind 
of  difficulty  that  faces  many  governments, 
how  to  put  faith  in  the  men  entrusted  with 
work  of  the  utmost  security.  Hysteria  and 
a witch-hunting  mood  that  sees  a Communist 
under  every  bed  tends  to  exaggerate  the 
situation,  hut  it  seems  apparent  that  not  all 
those  employed  by  the  United  Nations  are 
neutral  as  their  employment  would 
warrant. 

Probably  it  is  too  much  to  expect  that 
they  should  be.  yet  in  itself  this  domestic 
feature  of  the  UN  helps  to  undermine  the 
working  of  the  world  organization  Obvi- 
ously  when  it  was  set  up  the  UN  secretariat 


had  to  provide  posts  for  men  and  women  of 
all  or  nearly  all  of  its  member  states,  nnd 
just  as  clearly  some  of  the  senior  and  mast 
influential  positions  had  to  be  filled  by  the 
Russian  bloc  as  well  as  by  tile  leading  west- 
ern nations.  With  ihe  cleavage  that  has 
resulted  since  the  UN’s  organization  it  was 
axiomatic  that  the  permanent  staff  would 
take  sides  too. 

Knowing  Russian  ways  it  was  almost 
automatic  that  Communist  nominees  on  Mr. 
Lie's  secretariat  would  strive  to  serve  Rus- 
sia's interests  rather  than  those  of  the  UN. 
On  the  other  hand,  it  would  Ik*  wrong  to 
believe  that  western  appointees  do  not  for 
their  part  lean  at  least  some  wav  in  favor 
of  their  own  national  states.  The  strictly 
neutral  international  man  has  not  yet 
evolved  Where  the  Soviet  bloc  scores  is  in 
persuading  some  individuals  of  western 
lands  to  forget  about  their  own  countries 
and  go  over  to  its  side.  The  reverse  is 
extremely  rarely  the  case.

Reports  From  Ottawa 


-p HE  Jehovah*  Uilive*-* put  the 
189-yetr-old  Treaty  of  Paris  tn 
supremely  ironical  ti-e  In  Supreme 
Court  last  week. 

They  cited  Mils  foundation  stone  of 
Catholic  Quebec's  own  religious  free- 
dom to  support  their  argument  that 
Quebec  laws  which  handicap  their 
pamphlet  distribution  activities  con- 
stitute an  Illegal  Interfere™*  with 
their  religious  freedom. 

The  treaty  of  1763.  which  ended  the 
Seven  Years'  War.  ceded  New  Frame 
to  England.  The  French  Crown,  con- 
cerned over  Ihe  future  welfare  of  its 
erstwhile  Canadian  subjcids,  prevailed 
upon  the  magnanimous  English  con 
qtierora  to  guarantee  freedom  of  Ian 
IBiage  and  worship  in  the  colony. 

The  Jehovah’s  Witnesses  contend 
that  ihe  treaty  not  only  guaranteed 
the  freedom  of  the  colonists  and  their 
descendants  to  worship  as  Roman 
Catholics,  but  also  guaranteed  relig- 
ious freedom  forever  throughout  New 
France. 

That,  includes  Jehovah's  Witnesses 
in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  argued 
lawyer  Glen  How  of  Toronto. 

_ * * * 

The  young  attorney,  who  has  a full- 

limp  job  representing  the  controver- 
sial religious  group  in  Canadian  courts, 
also  cited  the  little-known  "Freedom 
of  W’orship"  statute  passed  by  the 
Parliament  of  Upper  and  Lower  Can- 
ada In  1852. 

Tins  act  forbids  molestation  of  or 
Interference  with  people  treatise  of 
their  religious  beliefs  It  is  still  the 
law  in  Quebec  and  Ontario,  How  main- 
tained. because  It  and  other  pre-Con- 
federation  statutes  had  been  continued 
In  effect  by  the  British  North  America 
Act.
